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Continuation of 1 1 . Applicant's arguments regarding the proposed amendment to claim 1 have been considered but are not deemed 
persuasive as the length of the hollow tube being no more than 10 cm lacks criticality. Furthermore, Barry teaches that the apparatus may 
be used in any of the diverse passageways in the patient's body such as body canals, blood vessels, ducts, etc (see lines 23-36 of column 
3, lines 34-44 of column 6, line 66 of column 8 to line 31 of column 9) and, thus, the length of the hollow tube would be chosen based on 
the specific application of the claimed apparatus. Applicant's remarks inline of page 1 2 to line 2 of page 1 3 have been considered but are 
not deemed persuasive as, even though Barry discloses the use of the apparatus for treatment for cardiovascular diseases, Barry also 
teaches the use of the apparatus for treatment to other parts of the body (lines 1 0-28 of column 8). It should also be noted that the chosen 
length of the hollow tube would also be dependent on other factors such as the size of the patient and/or the size and location of the 
treatment site. 

The amendment to claim 49 is considered non-compliant as the withdrawal of claim 49 is improper because claim 49 was not subject to a 
restriction requirement. Therefore, claim 49 must be cancelled. It should also be noted that all of the limitations of claim 49 are in claim 1 
from which claim 49 depends. 
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
